bribes to flood the air with cer­ 
tain records, especially rock 'n’ 
roll. 
The House subcommittee 
also 
will look 
into 
allegations 
that 
"deejays,” song 
publishers 
and 
record firms rig top tunes polls, 
even paying teen - agers to pose 
as regular record customers. 


IN ADDITION, the new inquiry 
will dig deeper into secret pay­ 
offs for backdoor TV advertising 
plugs and other broadcast ‘ de­ 
ceptions." It also may consider 
misleading 
and 
offensive 
com­ 
mercials. 
The president of the National 
Council of Disc Jockeys early to­ 
day sent a "vehement protest" 
against the subcommittee airing 
the payoff charges. Murray Kauf­ 
man. of New York City radio 
station WINS, said in a telegram 
to the subcommittee that only 5 
per cent of the nation's disc joc­ 
keys choose their own music. He 
asked that the group issue a pub­ 
lic apology ' immediately."

Injunction 


Steelworkers 


Directed to G o 


Back to W ork 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
- The 
Supreme Court today 
upheld 
a 
Taft-Hartley injunction ending the 
steel strike for 80 days on grounds 
that the 116-day-old walkout "im ­ 
perils the national safety." 
In a historic 8-to-l decision, the 
high tribunal 
directed 
that 
its 
mandate sending the 500.000 strik­ 
ers back to work be put into ef­ 
fect "forthwith.” 


A FIVE-PAGE unsigned opinion 
upheld constitutionality of the in­ 
junction 
provision 
of 
the 
Taft- 
Hartley Law as applied in this 
case. This was the first time the 
court had ruled on this section 
of the act. 
Within 
two 
hours 
after 
the 
court’s ruling. United Steelworkers 
President David J. McDonald di­ 
rected the men "to resume work 
forthwith," for the 80-day cooling 
off period which ends Jan. 26. He 
has threatened, however, to pull 
the workers out again if a settle­ 
ment is not reached by that time. 
Barring a settlement, 
the 
steel 
workers would be free to strike 
again after the 80 days. 


THE WHITE HOUSE said Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower "hopes that steel 
production gets started 
as 
soon 
as possible but he also hopes that 
both sides will realize their obli­ 
gation to the United Slates and 
will 
continue 
to 
negotiate 
and 
reach a settlement of their differ­ 
ences." 
White 
House 
Press 
Secretary 
Jam es C. Hagerty said Eisenhow­ 
er was informed of the court rul­ 
ing immediately. 
A union source said the steel­ 
workers union will send telegrams 
immediately to striking locals di­ 
recting their members to stand by 
for back-to-work orders from the 
companies.

He 
argued that now that quiz shows 
have been shown to be fixed, it 
could turn out in a year or so 
that another type of TV presen­ 
tation has been rigged.

IN TOW FOR 1940 probably 
is Sen. Stuart Symington who 


fits the F air Deal pattern. Ha 
is one of the Democrats given 
a 100 per cent good voting rec­ 
ord by the left wing organiza­ 
tion. Americans for Democratic 
Action. 
Stevenson, of course, 
firmly 
disavows any desire for another 
presidential nomination. The pol­ 
itical pros believe, however, that 
ha is likely to be tapped unless 
the 1940 convention can nam t 
some other 
Democrat 
on 
an 
early ballot. Stevenson would be 
a magic nam e with which to 
break a deadlock 


TRUMAN WOULD be in there 
pitching for Stevenson now as 
in 1952 if Stevenson had been 
more considerate of his great 
and good friend after that first 
nomination. Truman made it all 
clear in the second volume of 
his memoirs. 
There are paragraphs of un­ 
qualified praise for Stevenson in 
that 
book. 
Those 
paragraphs 
are, in effect, a defense of Tru­ 
man for handpicking Stevenson 
in 1952 to succeed him in the 
Whitt House 
The praise goes flat, however, 
under 
pressure 
of 
subsequent 
paragraphs of which these two 
are examples: 


"BUT, STEVENSON'S attitude 


(in 19521 toward the president 
he hoped to succeed was a my s­ 
tery to me for some time,” Tru­ 
man wrote.

"The first mistake he made 
was to firs the chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee 
(Frank E. McKinney of Indiana 
whom Truman had put in that 
jobi and to move his campaign 
headquarters to Springfield, 111., 
giving the impression that 
he 
was seeking to disassociate him­ 
self from the administration in 
Washington and, perhaps, from 
me. How Stevenson 
hoped 
he 
could persuade 
the 
American 
people to maintain the Demo­ 
cratic party 
in 
power 
while 
seeming to disown powerful ele­ 
ments of it. I do not know." 
Thers was more, all evidence 
that Truman felt that Stevenson 
was brushing off the Truman ad­ 
ministration 
as 
unclean. 
Tru­ 
man didn't like that and. as he 
once said of himself, "The old 
man never stops midway in a 
fight."-Lyle C. Wilson

WASHINGTON (OT 
- In re­ 
cent years we've learned a lot 
about pedestrians, including ap­ 
parently quite a bit that's not 
so. 
A pedestrian Is usually de­ 
fined as a m an with two cars, 
a wife, and a teen-aged son. 
But according to a study by 
the American Automobile Asso­ 
ciation the pedestrian we hear 
about most — the one who gets 
run over and killed — actually 
is a fellow who has never driven 
a car. 


••NEARLY ALL” adult pedes­ 
trian traffic victims. AAA says 
are people who have never been 
licensed to drive. 
1 always thought of AAA as 
an outfit dedicated to the pres­ 
ervation of motorists. And it is. 
But AAA awhile back got to 
thinking about the uneven con­ 
test between cars and foot trav­ 
elers. and presumably also the 
fact that every driver tends to 
be a pdeestrian twice for each 
time he travels by car. 


IT SEARCHED in vain for 
some association or group look­ 
ing out for the pedestrian's in­ 
terests. and decided itself to do 
something for him. It has made 
quite a study, which now is 
available 
to 
traffice 
experts, 
and after looking over some of 
the findings I am considering 
giving up walking. 
Motorists, 
the AAA 
has dis­ 
covered, are seldom killed in 
collision with 
people on 
foot. 
It's the pedestrian who loses 
this kind of contest, every time. 


ON THE OTHER hand, AAA 
says pedestrians 
aren't 
killed 
by motorists nearly as often as 
is usually thought. 
The 
way 
AAA sees it, the foot sloggers 
very frequently bring death on 
themselves. 
You've heard a lot about driv­ 
ing while drunk. This frequent­ 
ly tends to be fatal, either to 
the driver or somebody else, 
and AAA is dead set against 
it. But in fa'al accidents in­ 
volving pedestrians, AAA found, 
the pedestrian 
is more likely 
to be drinking than the driver. 


IN ONE TEST. 19 per cent 


of the pedestrians involved were 
found by blood tests to have 
been staggering drunk. 
As you probably figured, most 
pedestrian deaths take place in 
the dark. Casualty rates rise 
sharply in winter, when the days 
are short. June and December 
are 
the 
safest 
and 
deadliest 
months for taking a walk. 
The 
fact 
more 
drinking 
is 
done in the evening probably 
figures in this, AAA says. But 
the main thing seems to be that 
the pedestrians 
simply 
aren't 
seen. Poor lights, both on streets 
and cars, contribute to this. So 
do black roadways. 


BUT MANY pedestrians per­ 
sist in walking on 
the 
right 
side of the road which in this 
case is the wrong side dressed 
all in black or dark clothes, 
staking their lives on the driv­ 
ers obligation to see them. 
Pedestrians have many rights 
under the law. AAA notes, and 
the trouble is they often insist 
on them. This is legal but fre­ 
quently fatal, and 
AAA 
feels 
forced to recommend strongly 
against it. "These rights." AAA 
cautions, "have never received 
wholehearted, loo per cent rec­ 
ognition by drivers." 


BUT THE 
AGENCY'S 
sur­ 
vey showed that pedestrians are 
worse law breakers than drivers; 
that while most drivers follow 
the rules of the road, too many 
pedestrians act like traffic laws 
are made only for drivers. 
Old folks are the most frequ­ 
ent pedestrian victims, the AAA 
survey 
showed. 
Very 
young 
children are next. Men are kil­ 
led more often 
than 
women. 
Non-drivers, as previously not­ 
ed, 
are 
the 
most 
prevalent 
victims; in one study 95 per 
cent of those killed who were 
over 15 had never been licensed 
to drive. 
This presumably was because 
they weren't aware of the lim­ 
itations of drivers, for whom 
AAA offers 
this 
helpful 
sug­ 
gestion: Drive on the assumtv 
tion that "you nev»r can tell 
what a nedesMan will do." 
The word for ne-v -trians, I 
gather, is don’t do it.
